Methodist Hospital’s current major capital 
building project, construction of a new Surgical 
Unit and Outpatient Services Center, has re¬ 
ceived substantial support in the form of a grant 
from the .^Security Pacific Foundation. Sixty thou¬ 
sand dollars will be donated to the project in 
separate increments over a period of five years. 

Groundbreaking for the proposed 52,000 
square fool wing to house the Surgical Unit and 
Outpatient Services Center will begin in February, 
1985. This new wing will replace the current

An Outpatient Services unit with five operating 
rooms, a G.I. Laboratory Suite, recovery and re¬ 
lated support areas, will occupy the first floor.
